The resolution to submit to the 
states a national prohibition amend 
ment to the federal constitution was 
jadopted by the United States con- 
jgress last Tuesday. 

With a vote of two-thirds required 
ifor its approval, the vote of the house

to 128, or 25 more than required. 

A similar resolution was passed by 
the senate at the last. session, but the 
hobse resolution gives the state leg- 
islatures seven years in which to ap- 
prove the amendment, while that of 
the senate gives six. 

An amendment by Representative 
Lee, of California, providing that pro- 
hibition provisions should not apply 
to light wines and beer was rejected 
by a rising vote.

THE ELECTION. 

The Dominion general elec- 
tion of 1917 has now passed into 
history and Canada has, shown 
to the world that her pedople—- 
except in a few isolated cases— 
can get above petty party poli- 
tics, and throw. their ‘whole 
weight into the breach, at a 
time when the country and the 
Empire aye facing a crisis, and 
united action is needed. 

From the Ottawa river west 
the slogan, “The Greatness of 
the Issue Unites Us,” meant 
more than a mere party shibbo- 
leth coined oft the eve of an elec- 
tion, and the result of the con- 
test from the Pacific ocean to 
Montreal shows that the de- 
cendants of the little island Em- 
pire over yonder, in this part of 
the Dominion at least will not 
desert” her in her hour of peril 
and trouble, ’ 

So far as majorities go the re- 
sult in Redcliff was most grati- 
fying. Of the 347 votes cast 
only 83 prevented our mayor 
from being able to carry out the 
wish expressed by Mr. Sifton 
while here last Saturday even- 
ing, when he said he hoped the 
men and women of the town 
would, by their votes on Mon- 
day, authorize their mayor to 
cable the news to the Redcliff 
boys at the front “that a solid 
Redcliff was behind them in 
their fight for liberty and de- 
mocracy.”” 

However; the election is over. 
The people as a whole have over- 
whelmingly endorsed union gov- 
ernmént and all that it stands 
for. The leader of the opposi- 
tion and his followers have told 
us on several occasions that if 
conscription was endorsed by the 
people of Canada either by a 
plebiscite or a‘ general election, 
they and their ‘compatriots’ 
would abide by the decision and 
carry out the law of the land to 
the letter. They will now have 
the opportunity of proving their 
sincerity and the people of the 
rest of Canada will watch the re- 
sult with interest.

Again we approach the Christ- 
mas season and once more we 
are called upon to commemorate 
the humble birth of the gentle 
Nazarean, the Saviour of the 
world, with practically the whole 
world still at war..

- fact will naturally retract from 
many of the old time pleasant- 
nesses and reunions of this fes- 
tive occasion, yet there is much 
for which to rejoice, and many 
things have happened during the 
past year to bring us nearer to 
the real spirit which shéuld 
characterize the occasion. 
Among those probably none 
stands out more prominently 
than the news which ‘reached us 
during the past. week, - stating 
that the land so dear to Him 
whose birth we commerate at 
this time was taken from the 
unspeakable and pagan Turk by 
the British. In some respects 
this is the event of the war. In 
it there is much causé for Chris- 
tendom to rejoice. In taking the 
Holy City General Allenby could 
have smashed his foes and taken 
his objective long ago had he 
been so disposed. The historian 
of the future as well as the ob- 
server of today, must note the 
difference of method of the Hun 
. and the Christain. The Ger- 
man conqueror of Belgium made 
progress by a process of swift 
~ devastation. He seemed to se- 
lect beautiful, rare and highly 
prized churches and shrines for 
his targets. Success was more 
important to him than religion 
or sentiment. Altars and cruci- 
fixes were things to be ground 
to powder and obliterated when 
they crossed his path. 
The Britons in Palestine. 
“ whose fathers for hundreds of 
years had been Crusaders, ap- 
proached their goal, in the midst 
of the fiercest and most ruth- 
less war in history, with awe 
and veneration. Nothing would 
have persuaded Allanby to order 
his gunners to reduce the fort 
inside the city walls.

Final Appeal Judge 
; Gives Ruling on 
Exemption of Farmers 


Mr. Justice Duff (the Final Court of Appeal) De- 
clares it is Essential that there shall be No 
Diminution in Agricultural Production. 


(Published by authority of Director of Public Information, 
Ottawa.) ‘ 


Hon. Mr. Justice Duff gave judgment on December 
6th, in the first test case brought before him, as Central 
Apreal Judge (the final court of appeal), for the exemp- 
tion of a farmer. The appeal was made by W. H. Rown- 
tree in respect of his son, W. J. Rowntree, from the 
decision of Local Tribunal, Ontario, No. 421, which 
refused a claim for exemption, The son was stated to 
be an experienced farm hand, who had been working 
on the farm continuously for the past seven years, and 
over since leaving school. He lives and works with his 
father, who owns a farm ‘of 150 acres near Weston, 
Ontario. With the exception of a younger brother, he 
is the only male help of the father on the farm. The 
father is a man of advanced years, 


In granting the man exemption “until he ceases to 
be employed in agricultural labor,” Mr. Justice Du 
said: e 


“The Military Service Act does not deal with the 
subject of the exemption of persons engaged in the agri- 
cultural industry; and the question which it is my duty 
to decide is whether the applicant being and having 
een, as above mentioned, habitually and effectively en- 

' aged in agriculture and in labor essential to the carry- 
ng on of agricultural production, ought to be exempted 
inder the provisions of the Military Service Act. 


“These two propositions are indisputable : 


“(T) In order that the military power of the allies 
ay be adequately sustained, it is essential that in this 
ountry and under the present conditions, therc 
hould be no diminution in agricultural production. 


“(2) The supply of competent labor available for 
“© purpose of agricultural production is not abundant, 
it-actually is deficient. 


_ “The proper conclusion appears to be that the ap- 
‘icant, a competent person, who had been habitually 
ad effectively engaged in labor essential to such pvo- 
duction, ought not to be withdrawn from it. 


“It is perhaps unnecessary to say that such exemp- 
.0ns are not granted as concessions on actount of }er- 
sonal hardship, still less as a favor to a class. The soic 
ground of them is that the national interest is the better 
served by keeping these men at home. The supreme 
necessity (upon the existence of which, as its preamble 
shows, this policy of the Military Service Act is found- 
ed) that leads the State to take men by compulsion and 
put them in the fighting line requires that men shal! be 
kept at home who are engaged in work essential to en- 
able the State to maintain the full efficiency of the com- 
batant forces, and whose places cannot be taken by 
others ->t within the class called out.”

How to Produce : 
Pork Economicaly 


“Conservation,” a paper issued by 


the Conservation Commission, 
tains the following this week: 

“Many farmers could produce pork 
more economically than they are now 
doing. Instead of selling off the last 
bacon hog this autumn, the Canadian 
farmer should keep one or two of the 
best young sows for breeding, It wil! 
cost but little to winter them; in fact, 
they are best kept in thrifty condi- 
tion when not too fat. Next spring, 
arrangements should be made to have 
an out-door run for the pigs during 
the summer. A small field of clover, 
or an acre or two sown to rape or 
oats and vetches would be an excel- 
lent and economical place to raise the 
pigs. The green feed, supplemented 
by a little grain, and plenty of clean 
water will produce thrifty pigs and 
grow them cheaply to a size ready for 
quick finishing with a heavier grain 
ration in the autumn. 

One prominent writer in the United 
States goes so far as to say that the 
supply of fats will be the deciding 
factor in the war. Certainly it is es- 
sential that immediate steps be taken 
a to increase the production of pork in 
Canada. Some farmers seem to be 
prejudiced against those who are urg- 
ing and working for increased pro- 
duction. The present, however, is 
a serious time, and petty prejudices 
should be utterly forgotten in one 
great effort to win the war. Only the 
farmer can do much to actually in- 
crease the supply of bacon, He has 
a great field for service in this mat- 
ter, and a rare opportunity to su,- 
ply, with profit to himself, what 1s 
greatly needed,
